DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Governor Andrew Cuomo was seen riding 
Hamptons Subway from Westhampton to 
Quogue last Saturday afternoon. Ina Garten was 
seen riding from East Hampton to Sag Harbor 
on Friday afternoon.

ROBOT NEWS 

As an experiment, Commissioner Aspinall, over 
the objections of Foreman Frank DeWeill who 
oversees the subway maintenance department, 
sent out a team of robots to clean the subway 
system last Wednesday night. There were 
12 of them, and according to the manual that 
accompanied them from Robots Cleaning, they 
would clean the tracks, scrub down the walls and 


ceilings, vacuum the platforms and otherwise 
do the entire job that DeWeill’s crew does, but 
in half the time. The subway gets cleaned every 
night between 2 and 6 a.m. when the system is 
closed for maintenance. 

The robots were out for just an hour-and- 
a-half from the Montauk Yards and they did a 
beautiful job. However, one fell off a ladder after 
30 minutes and was carried out on a stretcher 
to be mailed back to Robots Cleaning with a 
busted arm. Two other robots came back with 
injuries suffered when they battled over a mop 
and pail, but there were minor injuries. The odd 
thing was, that after accounting for the one that 
had to be hauled out, there were still 12 robots. 
Eleven of those were among those sent out, 
but the twelfth was a cheerful little pint-sized 
robot wearing a diaper. Where in heaven’s name 
did that fella come from? The Commissioner 
has handed the work back to DeWeill’s 
maintenance crew going forward and will be 
evaluating the robots in the meantime. The 
robots even cleaned all the lightbulbs on 
the subway system without removing them 
from their sockets. Everything is just so 
much brighter. 


ANNUAL TRASH PICKUP 

Last Tuesday was trash pickup night for the 
customers of Hampton Subway. Everyone was 
invited to attend and whatever you found would 
be yours. Among things left on the subway 
platforms was an old tricycle and a duffel bag 
of laundry, an unopened six-pack of Seagram’s 
Ginger Ale and a box of clothes pins. People 
were very happy with what they found, except 
for a Mrs. Florence Sourapple of Harrison Drive 
in Springs who stumbled upon a 4-carat diamond 
ring on the tracks that was clearly worth more 
than a thousand dollars. Because of the great 
valuation of this, Mrs. Sourapple was forced to 
give it up to the Subway Police Department. Its 
value was over the limit of $1,000 permitted in 
our “rules of contest.” Rules are rules, and the 
Commissioner has hired a committee to make 
sure the rule is in there—and if it isn’t to put it 
in for next year.

CATAPULT RAINS WASTE ON WORKSITE 

Construction workers on the job at a new home 
construction in Montauk were taken aback on 
Friday, when they allege that “litter box refuse” 
began to rain down upon their construction 
site. Police were called to the scene, and they 
confirmed that clumps of “kitty-litter-covered 
feces of a feline origin” had fouled the area, 
although the police did not witness the fetid 
waste actually falling onto the property. “When 
we arrived at the scene, the damage was already 
done,” says Hamptons Police spokesman Larry 
Hirsch. “It looked like four or five litter boxes 
worth of turd to me.” Although police did not 


witness any feces actually falling from the 
sky, they determined that the construction 
workers were probably telling the truth about 
the airborne origins of the noxious material, 
as the waste was widely dispersed on the 
premises. Police began an investigation, and 
soon discovered. evidence at a neighboring 
property. “Our suspicions were first aroused by 
the fact that the neighbor seemed to have a lot 
of cats around,” says Hirsch, adding that police 
are still trying to get an accurate count of the 
number of felines resident at the property. “A full 
search of the house revealed the existence of a 
second-story deck, and on that deck there was a 
kind of jury-rigged catapult.” In a room adjacent 
to the deck supporting the catapult were a 
number of litter boxes, each notably empty of 
cat excrement. “Upon these discoveries, police 
felt that we had enough evidence to bring 
the house’s owner into custody,” says Hirsch. 
Although they have yet to get a confession 
from their suspect, police believe that the man, 
who remains anonymous at press time, was 
upset by the fact that the development of the 
neighboring lot was impairing his cats’ freedom 


to relieve themselves in privacy in the great 
outdoors. “He was very upset about the need 
to start providing litter boxes for his cats, and 
I guess he thought he would take it out on the 
construction workers.” :

After months of preparation and the training 
of an all-volunteer force to cover for them in 
their absence, the Hamptons Police abruptly 
canceled their Winter Break in Acapulco last 
Tuesday.

Car Hits Pole and Friday Drive to East Hampton Delayed 10 Hours

t about 9:20 a.m. on Friday, the driver of 

a black SUV plowed into a utility pole on 
the shoulder of the road in East Hampton at 
Stephen Hands Path and the Montauk Highway. 
The pole shivered, broke about halfway up and 
sent an electrical wire crashing down, along 
with a streetlight. 

Friday is the day visitors come out for the 
weekend by the tens of thousands from New 
York City. Not this day. 

The police barricaded the highway from 
either direction, and they had men in yellow 
vests sending traffic off into the hinterlands, 
onto streets with names like Huckleberry Lane, 
Towhee Trail, Palomino Court, Hayseed Way 
and Georgica Woods Lane, a sort of spaghetti 
tangle GPS nightmare. 

This is the only choke point on the 50 miles 
of Montauk Highway through the Hamptons. On 
the south, it is bordered by the Ron Perelman 
Estate. On the north it is bordered by the 
woods and Daniel’s Hole Road winding off 
to the airport. On both the east and the west, 
200 yards apart, tributaries of Georgica Pond 
cross the road. There is no way for anyone 
inside this 200-yard choke point, to find a 
shortcut to get around it. 

It was 9 a.m. when my wife and I left our ‘house 


in Springs, East Hampton intending to drive to 
the Poxabogue café in Wainscott. My wife and 
I had a breakfast date there with artist Leif 
Hope. We would be discussing this summer’s 
Artists & Writers Celebrity Softball Game and 
other things. I headed through downtown East 
Hampton, turned right at the pond, and, two 
miles further up, ran into the blockade—not 
at Stephen Hands Path but at the Red Horse 
Market a mile before it. 

Without explanation, traffic was being 
detoured onto Cove Hollow Road, an invitation 
to return back into East Hampton. I had to 
take it. There was no other way. Of course, 
I immediately turned off onto a side street 
to seek another way around whatever was 
blocking the highway here. I have lived here 
and driven the roads for over half a century. 
It was hopeless. | was into the tangle of tiny 
switchback roads. 

“Wouldn’t you know it,” I said, “every gasoline 
truck on the Montauk Highway turned onto its 
side all at the same time.” 

It was meant as a joke. But this was no joke. 
We phoned Leif. We’d be late. Half an hour and 
five miles later, we got in line heading south 
on Stephen Hands Path toward the highway, 
presumably on the other side of the accident. 
Through the trees, we could see the flashing 
lights of dozens of vehicles. We were coming 


in to catastrophe central. We got to see it—the 
sports car sideways to the highway, the downed 
pole, an ambulance, the men waving us into a 
single lane westbound. Those going eastbound, 
from New York City to East Hampton, were 
stopped for as far as the eye could see. Three 
miles later, arriving at Poxabogue, it was still at 
a standstill. Folks dreaming of their weekend in 
the Hamptons. Arriving to a surprise. 

We spent the whole rest of the day west of 
the catastrophe. We headed home at 5 p.m. 
and thought it was probably safe to go straight 
down through where the accident had been. 

Nope. They were still at it. This was eight 
hours later. | took pictures of the catastrophe 
from the car as we got to the front and went off 
into the hinterlands. 

I learned later that it was another two hours 
before the new pole got delivered, the streetlight 
was back up and the wires relocated. 

Now everything is fine. 

The authorities have been urging East Enders 
to know what to do if everybody has to get out 
of town. For a while they had signs up along the 
Montauk Highway. EVACUATION ROUTE. 

Well, it is an evacuation route, except for this 
single choke point. And a car hit a pole there last 
Friday morning and our weekenders heading 
east dispersed to Shelter Island, Calverton, the

find a leaflet that informs you that the special

Fishing boat captains 
and restaurants will sign up for the 
service and be able to track local 
fishing boats, gather up all the 
information on a computer and make 
it available to the restaurant the catch 
is sold to when the ship comes into’ 
the dock.

As this program has grown in the last 
few years, the project has now expanded 
beyond its original scope, and now allows 
restaurants to sign up and track what 
they order. They will be able to see just 
where the boat went, what it caught and when 


For one thing, he saw farm produce 
| being sold at farm stands and 

cooperatives out here on the East 
End, freshly picked and sold direct 
to customers. For another, he saw 
that the present fish-house model— 
where you fillet and pack fish in ice 
and send it on to New York City for 
distribution around the world— 
meant that you never knew where 
the fish would wind up. The vast 
majority of fish caught in our waters 
winds up overseas. The continuing 
but smaller connection between 
the fishing boat captains and the 
local restaurants and_ taverns 
had continued on, but information 
on it had never been exactly 
® available. He would make it so. And 

he has. 

A brief visit to docktodish.com shows 
that the 2.0 model is about to be launched. 
Meanwhile, Dock to Dish as a cooperative 
between the fishermen and the restaurants 
continues. So the restaurant knows. All they’ve 
have to do is add a leaflet to the menu, if that’s 
what they want todo.

April Gornik’s Miracle 


A Talk with the Woman Who Led the Drive to Save Sag Harbor Cinema

here are countless people who love Sag 

Harbor and who have joined the community 
efforts to keep it the same in a changing world. 
But after the fire that destroyed the theater in 
the center of town not quite a year and a half 
ago, there was one person who came forward 
from the crowd and stepped up to the plate to 
spearhead the restoration of that building and 
its iconic sign: landscape artist April Gornik. 

It was an enormous undertaking. First, you’d 
have to buy the property from its owner, and 
he wanted $8 million. Then you'd have to get an 
architect, then you'd have to get it all past the 
Village planning board and finally you’d need to 
get a building permit and raise maybe another 
$5 million to finance the reconstruction. 

April Gornik? Hey, no problem, people told 
me. If anybody can lead the charge to get this 
done, it’s her. 

Well, here’s what Gornik and the Sag 
Harbor Partnership have done so far. They’ve 
incorporated the new theater organization as 
a nonprofit, convinced several hundred people 
to part with money to create the wherewithal 
to buy the property—a few gave half a million, 
one gave a million—and they gave the money 
to the seller just days before the deadline the 
seller set—December 31, 2017, after which he’d 
put the place up for sale to others. They’ve 


signed the papers so the theater organization 
owns the place, got a full set of plans from the 
architect, got approvals for preliminary permits 
from the Village and are now embarking on 
the job of raising another $5 million to pay 
for construction. 

I asked Gornik when they will break ground. 

“I think it will be sometime in June,” she said. 

There was not a moment’s hesitation. Her 
response could not have been more nonchalant 
if ’'d asked her if she’d like.a cup of coffee. She’d 
just given the $8 million to the seller. The ink 
wasn’t even dry on the purchase documents. 

“How will you do that?” 

“It will be more donations. But also we are 
applying for grants. I think we might be able 
to get donations for lumber and other building 
materials. And I think we can find a builder who 
will defray some of the costs. Everybody loves 
Sag Harbor.” 

“What about permits? That can take years.” 

“If the Village wants something changed, 
they tell us and we work it out. This is not a 
for-profit situation. It’s for the town. We’re all 
on the same page. We have an architect, Allen 
Kopelson, who also loves Sag Harbor. He’s been 
doing the plans gratis. He goes to the meetings. 
He’s been there with us from the beginning. We 
think another three months.” 

I'd never had this much of a conversation 
with Gornik before. She is fearless. She is 


calm and upbeat. All of this is going to happen. 

“Why are you doing this?” I asked. 

“I think rebuilding the theater and putting 
the old sign back up is a good way to save the 
village. That’s the goal.” 

Yes. The other villages in the Hamptons grow 
and go upscale. Sag Harbor looks just about 
how it looked back in the 1930s, and it’s being 
kept that way. The local pharmacist. The local 
ice cream store. The five and dime. Emporium 
Hardware. The Long Wharf. 

When done, the cinema will have three 
theaters, all different. The largest will seat 
approximately 250 people. A second theater 
will have 150 seats. Between them will be 
the projection booth, a takeout café and a 
small candy and popcorn counter (the popcorn 
stand will be named for donor Billy Joel). 
Upstairs there will be a 30-seat screening 
room that could be rented out in the 
summertime—there is a demand for this—and 
it could also double as a lecture or meeting 
hall. And on the roof, it’s hoped they could 
have another meeting space. It would be only 
450 square feet in size and far enough back 
from the iconic sign so as not to be visible from 
the street. 

“When would you expect this would be ready 
for occupancy?” 

Pause. 

“Should be a year and a half.”

TRUMP vs. BALDWIN 

On Friday March 2, at the tweeting hour of 
the morning (6 a.m.), Donald Trump launched 
a tweet at Amagansett’s Alec Baldwin, who 
portrays Trump on Saturday Night Live. 
According to The New York Times, Trump at 
first tweeted: 

“Alex Baldwin, whose dieing mediocre career 
was saved by his terrible impersonation of me 
on SNL, now says playing me was agony. Alex, it 
was agony for those who were forced to watch. 
Bring back Darrell Hammond, funnier and a far 
greater talent.” 

As is widely reported, the Donald has been 
asked to have his lawyers read his tweets 
after he writes them and before they go out, 
but in this case it must have seemed harmless 
enough, so he went ahead and just posted. 

Soon enough, however, his staff pounced 
anyway, not for content but for spelling errors, 
and the tweet was removed and put back again 
but with the corrections. “Dieing,” was replaced 
by “dying,” and “Alex” became “Alec,” which is 
how Alec Baldwin spells his name. 

I will say it is astonishing that the Donald got 
“mediocre” right the first time. He probably just 
took a shot at it and, wow, it worked! 

I have said in several columns that 
Alec Baldwin should run for president in 
2020 because Baldwin is the only public figure 
on the planet who can effectively react to the 
adolescent attacks that Trump inflicts. So here 
are Baldwin’s reply tweets:

A little black book w the phone numbers of 
porn stars. You’re in and out in five minutes. 
Just like...” 

Thirteen minutes later, Baldwin put the last 
nail in the coffin. 

“And Mr. President...please ask your wife to 
stop calling me for SNL tickets. (Hey Melania... 
we've got Charles Barkley this Saturday!)” 

Charles Barkley is a retired star basketball 
player, a TV commentator and an outspoken 
critic of Donald Trump. He also has a line of 
sneakers. And yes, he was on SNL on March 10. 

It should be Alec Baldwin for President, Oprah 
Winfrey for Vice-President. She’s declined to 
run for president. Let her learn about it from 
the sidelines for next time. 


PLAN FOR MONTAUK 
A plan for downtown Montauk, declared a 
great idea by some political leaders, calls for 
the destruction of all the oceanfront motels and 
replacing them with sand dunes able to hold 

back the ocean.

Kasmira Mohanty, Digital

“Lulu” came to be after a series | did for 
an exhibition that related to my Asian Indian 
heritage. I initially struggled with the kind 
of imagery I wanted to create. After some 
exploration, debate and observation it seemed 
fairly obvious that pattern was something I was 
drawn to and needed to include in any future 
artistic endeavors. It simply became an issue 
of what patterns to include and, in my case, the 
answer was obvious: Rangoli. 

Does the process of creating digital art differ 
from a more “traditional” painting on canvas? 

The process and considerations are the same. 
There are times, like any artist, when I need a 
break to try something entirely new. Those 
creative departures inevitably add a fresh 
perspective and renewed energy when diving 
back into work that’s more in my wheelhouse. 
From there I need to decide what approach to 
take. The work itself generally dictates what 
materials and treatments will be required.

Sometimes I hand-render some of the 
material I want to use in a particular 
piece, scan it and then work with it, 
either in Photoshop or Illustrator. 
Other times a piece starts directly 
on the computer, which I| then print 
so I can layer on ink or paint. Still 
other times a piece may exist solely 
in digital format. The main advantage 
I find working digitally is that I can 
explore variations quickly. When 
I’m embroiled in a project I can be 
impatient. Working digitally eases some of 
that anxiety for me, even if it takes weeks to 
complete a piece. In addition, | can play and 
experiment more. Working digitally is not as 
contrived as one might assume. In essence, 
I draw, paint, play with color, pattern, value, 
perspective.... I just do it using a tablet or 
mouse. All the skills a traditional artist employs 
are of great value to me as well. 

How do you decide which medium to use 
when approaching a subject? 

For me it often comes down to what mood the 
piece needs to project. If I desire a gritty/raw 
type of look, I’m likely to get out some acrylics, 
watercolor or spray paint and experiment with 
texture and values. I usually go to the computer 
first if I’m creating an image that needs to 
be more polished and precise. It gets really 
interesting when I sometimes layer the two. 
Having been an arts educator for 17 years, can 
you discuss the importance of arts programing 
is in schools today? 


Art encompasses all the subjects. 
When I encounter someone who 
doesn’t think art is important I 
challenge them to go through their 
day without interacting with a single 
item that hasn’t been touched by 
a creative. The bed they slept in, 
their alarm clock, toothbrush, 
car, everything on their phone, on 
and on. Art is clearly something 
to be appreciated and enjoyed, 
but it’s functional as well. | can 
honestly say that students having access to 
arts programs helps them mature into well- 
rounded individuals. It provides them with an 
opportunity to play and become innovators. 
Whether or not those who participate go on to 
become artists, I can factually say that they are 
more prepared for what the future holds and 
are able to engage with the world around them 
in a more meaningful way. 

If you could sit down to coffee with any artist 
from history, who would it be and what would 
you talk about? 

I'd like to throw a dinner party at my house 
instead and invite Frida Kahlo, Keith Haring, 
Van Gogh, Chuck Close, Zaha Hadid and Saul 
Bass. I know Chuck Close is still alive, but I had 
to throw him in. I think | would have to keep my 
mouth shut and let them do the talking. g&

Your Hamptons wedding photos can be a cakewalk if you plan carefully and relax.

ow do you get the best shots of your wedding 

day to cherish for years to come? Short answer: 
Hire a professional team. For the DIYers out there, 
we've asked some local pros to share their insights 
and dos and don’ts. 

Southampton photographer and framing studio 
owner Mary Godfrey has been shooting weddings 
for almost a decade. She says, “I always try to keep 
it relaxed and not too posed. I want everyone to 
feel comfortable and enjoy the day and not feel too 
stiff. A common mistake is not getting to know your 
clients. I love to build a relationship. That way on 
the wedding day we have a comfort level with them 
to get the most emotional photos. Another mistake 
is not properly planning the day. We always go over 
the timeline with our clients to ensure that they don’t 
feel overwhelmed on their wedding day.” 

Godfrey notes, “Our photo booth always captures 
the funniest photos, especially after a little bit of 
liquid courage and creative props.” 

Popular wedding photographer Barbara Lassen 
insists, “Don’t pose every photo! Some of the best 
images I’ve taken have been spur of the moment and 
candid. I have talented assistants who work with me 
on weddings and will help with making sure hair and 
clothing looks picture perfect. If children are in the 
bridal party, I try to take the photos. with them first 
as their attention spans are not as long as_ those of 
adults. The day is long for the little ones and they 
may be hungry or tired. The same applies for elderly 
family members. | also like to take the photos of the 
bridal party as quickly as possible so they are able 
to enjoy their cocktail party and guests. The bride 
and groom meet with me before the wedding to 
conduct an on-location visitation to script out the 
day and determine where the perfect spots to 
photograph are. We come up with a sunny and a 
rainy day plan and we meet with the venue’s event 
coordinator to ensure the day runs smoothly for us 


and we have access to what we need. I get everything 
in writing—such as a must-shoot list from the bride 
and groom that I will follow so they do not have to 
worry at all on the day of the event! I’m sure to bring 
my main gear, back-up equipment, batteries, lint 
roller, Wet Ones and anything else we anticipate we 
may need.” 

What are some common mistakes Lassen has 
seen in wedding photography? The list is long 
and instructive. “Not using proper lighting, feeling 
that every photo has to be posed, not articulating 
what you need with confidence to those you are 


photographing, not coordinating with the other - 


professionals at the wedding such as the DJ, maitre 
d’, officiant, etc. It’s important to draw up a contract 
that is detailed wherein the expectations of the bride 
and groom are outlined. My pet peeve is seeing 
photographers shooting a formal event in casual 
attire. You should look professional and always be 
professional. That means no drinking, and being on 
point so you can capture all of the special moments.

What are some of Lassen’s favorite shots to take? 
“The way the kids dance and interact with guests (or 
are asleep an hour into the wedding), guests dancing 
and having a great time! Group shots are a lot of 
fun too! I always like to get a group shot of all of the 
guests with the bride and groom.” 

Lassen stresses that, “Your wedding is one of the 
most important moments in your lifetime. Be sure 
to invest in a solid, professional photographer and 
videographer.

Get in the Swing of Things with Judy Carmichael

B esides her great stride piano playing, there’s 
one thing that’s been a constant in Judy 
Carmichael’s long career: she’s funny. 

“I had an editor tell me years ago, if | could be as 
funny in print as I am onstage, she would publish 

e,” says Carmichael. And now Carmichael’s come 
through with a funny book, a memoir of her life 
as a jazz musician, called Swinger! A Jazz Girl’s 
Adventures from Hollywood to Harlem, the book is 
full of wild anecdotes and witticisms, many of them 
revolving around Carmichael’s somewhat unlikely 
career and the ups and downs of making a living as 
a jazz musician. 

“When you’re a jazz musician and the phone 
rings, you’re more likely to lose money than to make 
money,” jokes Carmichael, speaking over Skype from 
London, and echoing one of the Jaugh lines from her 
book. This is the kind of gallows humor often heard 
among musicians, but it’s somewhat surprising to 
hear it from Carmichael—not because the Sag Harbor 
resident is secretly awash in jazz money (there is no 
such thing), but because she tends to be a positive 
and forward-looking woman and not one to dwell on 
the downsides. 

And, for the most part, Carmichael doesn’t dwell 
on the downsides in Swinger! “If there’s a theme to 
the book, it’s that I refuse to suffer,” she says. So, 
while we might suspect that a life in jazz, especially in 
a traditional style of jazz like stride piano, would bea 
hard road for anyone, and maybe especially hard for

“It gives me 
the opportunity to do the interviews 
onstage, and gives me a chance to 
play with some great musicians,” 
says Carmichael. The series kicks off 
on Sunday, March 18, with a solo 
performance and discussion of jazz in 
film. Then, on March 24, Carmichael 
will appear with her own quartet and 
on April 4, with Vince Giordano and 
the Nighthawks. 

May 18 brings a special treat—famed 
magician Penn Jillette, who is also an

in the late ’70s and quickly finding 
a community of musicians and music 
lovers who embrace her playing. 

Carmichael says that her relatively positive outlook 
might trace back, in part, to the sheer improbability 
of her success.

In 2010 Josh died in a 
tractor accident, at age 
35, leaving behind his wife and two 
very young children. It was a shocking 
loss to the East End community. 
Josh’s funeral service at Temple Adas 
Israel in Sag Harbor had traffic piled 
up around the block. 

Farming accidents are all too 
common—the fatality rate’ in 
agriculture is higher than in any 
other economic sector. In fact, a 
large percentage of all fatal workplace 
accidents occur on farms, though only 
a small segment of the workforce is 
employed in this business. 

Josh wasn’t just dedicated to 


strategies. As Quail Hill Farm Director Scott Chaskey 
says, “Josh always had new ideas about how to 
do things.” 

Josh sacrificed his life for what he believed in—a 
local, organic food supply. His family is fulfilling his 
legacy through the Foundation, which has a stated 
mission “to identify and support charitable programs 
which promote good farming practices, healthy 
eating, education and a sustainable environment.” 

On Sunday, March 25 the Foundation and Slow 
Food East End will hold its 8th annual Moveable 
Feast fundraiser in Sag Harbor to support its 
programming initiatives, including the Edible School 
Garden program. According to Myron, “the East 
End of Long Island has grown into 
one of the largest, most successful 
school garden programs in the 
United States, 27 schools in all! From 
Montauk and Orient to Westhampton, 
our children benefit by working in 
the Edible School Gardens supported 
primarily by funds raised at the 
annual Moveable Feast. This program 
has lasting impact on our children’s 
health and their future. That’s why 
so many restaurants, chefs, farmers, 
vineyards, purveyors of food and 
beverage and others selflessly donate

Josh Levine’s family at a recent “Moveable Feast” fundraiser 


is best known for his tenure in the Obama White 
House as Senior Policy Advisor for Nutrition and 
for his work with First Lady Michelle Obama’s Let’s 
Move! campaign. He will be the keynote speaker and 
discuss Growing Healthy Kids, Healthy Communities 
and the Future of Food. The discussion will be 
moderated by Richard McCarthy, Executive Director 
of Slow Food USA. 

Slow Food is a nonprofit, member-supported 
organization that advocates for healthy food 
produced with minimal damage to the environment. 
The East End Chapter, encompassing the North 
and South Forks, is part of the global Slow Food 
network of more than 100,000 members in more than 
150 countries. Through a vast volunteer network of 
local chapters, youth and food communities, they 
link the pleasures of the table with a commitment 
to protect the community, culture, knowledge and 
environment that make this pleasure possible. Their 
mission as an international grassroots membership 
organization is good, clean and fair food for all. 

McCarthy has just returned from a trip to Venice 
where he was working with Slow Food’s founder 
Carlo Petrini and their international committee. This 
is what he’s thinking: 

How are farmers markets central to eating right? 

“These ancient mechanisms continue to outlast 
anyone’s expectations—in part because they are 
light and easily replicable but especially because they 
make public the experience of learning about food. 
Farmers learn how to navigate volatile consumer 
trends and we, as eaters, learn how to value scarcity 
and the harvest of plenty. There’s something 
profound in tasting yesterday’s fruit today, sold from 
the folks who grow it. With the competitive assembly 
of vendors, we as eaters gain choice that gives us 
power and connection to time, place and taste.” 

Is being vegetarian “easier” than it used to be in 
this country? 

“So much easier! At 15, when I was politicized by 
food and the horrors of industrial meat, my decision 
to become vegetarian placed me into such a strange, 
marginal minority. My parents suggested I learn to 
cook. I did. It was at this point that I began to fall 
in love with food in an entirely new way. Going out 
to eat— a rarity in 1980—I had to ‘warn’ the chef 
that I was coming with problems. Today, chefs 
have come to embrace the challenge and adventure 
of vegetable-forward cooking. Moreover, immigrant

food has demonstrated that vegetables need not be 
a supporting cast of characters on a plate. Sadly, the 
one unfortunate indicator of our return to tribalism 
has been the carving out of the menu between 
disparate communities of vegans versus the bacon- 
on-everything eaters. Food should be a bridge. When 
it’s not, we lose. This would be the one element that 
has grown harder.” 

When is eating a political act? 

“Eating is integral to civilization. No matter how 
clever we think we’ve become, social peace is deeply 
dependent upon reliable access to food. And while 
the industrial food grid has achieved remarkable 
wonders, it has done so at tremendous costs (often 
hidden costs upon the people, land, water and 
animals). The potential of the revolution of everyday 
life is that the decisions we make to support the 
heavy and destructive forces of industrial food or the 
light and hopeful alternative. As eaters, we can vote 
with our forks.” 

What is the most important thing to teach the next 
generation of diners? 

“While technique matters, and cooking can be 
intimidating, it’s far more important to dive in, 
experiment and cook and eat together—even if only 
once a week.” 


A Moveable Feast not only celebrates the legacy of 
Joshua Levine and supports Edible School Gardens, 
it’s the kick-off of the spring season, the waking of 
the earth. Funds raised from this event promote 
good farming practices, education, a sustainable 
environment and healthy eating for children and 
their families by providing stipends for three Master 
Farmers and grants to be used for the purchase of 
garden tools, supplies and materials.

eleaguered Hamptonites Matt Lauer and wife 
Annette Roque have cut the price of their 
Noyac home once more. 

The couple listed their lovely 25-acre spread in 
Noyac, on Deerfield Road, back in July 2016, after 
they closed on the sale of Strongheart, Richard 
Gere’s former North Haven estate. Asking price 
was $18 million. No one bit, so the price was cut 
by $1 million in September, 2016. Then the price 
was chopped to $14.9 million in June of last year. 
Listing agent Susan Breitenbach at Corcoran tends 
to be very realistic about cutting prices on laggard 
properties, but it’s entirely possible that Lauer and 
Roque have had more on their minds. 

Why hasn’t the Lauer property sold? It’s not an 
easy sell, we suppose, in the less than tony environs 
of Noyac, uh, we mean Sag Harbor. But no one could 
object to the beautiful grounds. The main property 
is 25 acres, comprised of two lots—15 acres with the 
house on it and a 10-acre building lot. There’s a huge 
70’x20’ gunite pool with a pool house and tennis 
court. The rolling green lawns and pretty gardens 
were designed by Miranda Brooks. 

The 8,000 square foot house, with six bedrooms 
and 6.5 baths, is also beautiful, in our estimation, 
but possibly too idiosyncratic. The interiors, by 
designer Muriel Brandolini, feature fabulous lighting 
fixtures, bold use of color and pattern (including 
hand-painted wallpaper), and classic mid-century 
furniture. Although many of the well-heeled expect to
